no question. The memoralized spring 
is between 75 and 100 yards from the 
site of the fort, is at the foot of a 
steep, rocky declivity, ten or twelve 
feet high, and frequently goes dry in 
su:3)mer. As the fort was besieged on 
August 15 and 16, 1782, it is highly 
probable that there was no water in' it 
at that time. On the contrary, what 
is believed by the best authorities to 
be the really the famous spring was 
about fifty yards from the fort, and 
never goes dry in the severest drouth, 
and is approached from the site of the 
fort by a gentle, smooth declivity, 
down which the heroic women could, 
with buckets in hand, tread gracefully 
the paih as they are shown in all the 
school book pictures. 

Both springs empty their water into 
Elkhorn creek, only a short distance 
from their sources, though the springs 
themselves are nearly 200 yards apart. 

One of the mc^t conclusive evidences 
that a mistake was made is given in 
the Filson Club paper, prepared by 
Col. R. T. Durret, of Louisville. At 
the dedication of the memorial Col. 
Durrett delivered a carefully prepared 
and highly instructive address contain- 
ing the historical facts concerning the 
daring feat of the pioneer women, but 
makes no direct reference to the exact 
location of the spring. This address, 
when published in the Filson Club 
papers. however, contains this footnote: 
‘‘This spring was on the southern bank 
of the Elkhorn, a little to the east- 
ward to a line drawn northward from 
the westerly fort gate." This descrip- 
ti m would lead directly to the spring 
in the barnyard, while the spring 
which was walled and memorized is 
northeast of the fort's site. 

Most of the members of Bryant Sta- 
tion Chapter, who were questioned 
about the matter, declined to be inter- 
viewed on the point raised, and it is 
practically [certain that there will be 
no effort made to change the location 
of the memorial. The comparatively 
unimportant detail of erecting the 
monument over the wrong spring, in 
no way detracts from the heroism of 
the women of Bryant Station or from 
the noble and partiotic action of the 
members of Bryant Station Chapter in 
erecting the memorial.

As much is now being published in 
regard to the wrong spring being dedi- 
cated by members of the D. A. R., at 
Bryant Station, we glean the following 
facts from a special in Sunday’s 
Courier-Journal from Lexington which 
will be of interest to many of our 
I readers, viz : 

In 1896 the members of Bryant Sta- 
tion Chapter of the D. A.. R, of Lex- 
ington erected the only monument built 
by women to women in America and, 
perhaps, in the world. The memorial 
was a wall andjtablet at a spring near 
the site near Lexington of the old Bry- 
ant Station fort of pioneer days for 
the purpose of commemorating'the he- 
roic action of the women of the fort in 
going io the spring which supplied the 
fort with water and bringing the nec- 
essary supply when the fort was be- 
sieged by hostile Indians, rather than 
impose the perilous duty on the men of 
the garrison, whose lives were so nec- 
essary to the lives of all within the fort 

Every dollar of the funds required 
to inclose the historic spring and erect 
the monument was earned and contrib- 
uted by the noble women of Bryant 
Station Chapter. The memorial was 
dedicated with impressive ceremonies, 
patriotic and historical addresses were 
made by [distinguished menj and the 
spring around which had been woven 
so much of heroism, romance and song 
was set aside as a hallowed shrine at 
which future generations could pay 
their tribute to the heroic women who 
accomplished one of the bravest deeds 
of pioneer days. 

Now it seems probable thdt the noble 
women who erected this memorial built 
it over th^ wrong spring. Not only is 
it probable that they marked and con- 
secrated the wrong spring, but a spring 
that in all likelihood was at the time 
of the heroic deed as dry as a bone, 
and which is situated at the foot of 
cliff 80 steep that no woman could dig- 
nifiedly descend it, and certainly could 
not scramble up it with a bucket full 
of water. Meanwhile, the neverfailing 
spring, which was the real scene of 
the famous feat, stands in a barnyard 
more than 200 yards away, and un- 
noticed, ' pours out its waters in the 
humble mission of ministering to the 
cows and pigs which now wend their 
way down the gentle slope from the 
old fort to quench their thirst. 

Such excellent authority as Prof. A. 

S. Mackenzie, occupying the chair of 
history at Kentucky State University ; 
Judge James H. Mulligan, the famous 
orator and author, and John Wilson 
Townsend, the young Kentucky histor- 
ian, are sure that a mistake has been 
made, and a note written by Col. R. 

T. Durrett, in the Filson Club paper 
on Bryant Station gives conclusive evi- 
dence that the wrong spring was chos- 
en. 

Judge Mulligan said today: ‘‘Oh, 
there is no doubt, about the wr»ng 
spring having been dedicated.” Prof. 
Mackenziefand Mr. Townsend are simi-

Dr. Cook Not Disturbed. 

Dr. Ferderick A. Cook, arrived at 
Buffalo, N. Y., Wednesday morning 
from Cleveland in the midat of a 
heavy snowstorm. He went directly 
to the Iriquois Hotel, stating that he 
would see the newspaper men there at 
10 o’clock. 

"I can only say that the actual liv- 
ing human witnesses of my journey to 
the Pole will themselves be able to 
disprove the distorted declarations put 
into their mouths by the statement is- 
sued by Commander Peary,’’ said Dr. 
Cook t(^ay to the associated press. 

“There could not be better testimony 
than that given by the men themselves 
before an unbiased body of in- 
quirers. Commander Peary evidently 
regards their evidence as of the most 
profound importance, and so do I. 

“It, seems to me that he might have 
brought them along with him if he was 
so confident that they would corrobo- 
rate his story. He, however, chose 
not to do so. I will therefore send for 
them as soon as possible and place 
them at the disposal of any competent 
interpreters whom the examining body 
may appoint.’’ 

Ask^ whether he would make a di- 
rect reply to Peary’s statement, as had 
been intimated at an interview at 
Cleveland Tuesday night, Dr. Cook 
said: 

“There is nothing to add to what al- 
ready has been said. 1 do not intend 
to enter a newspaper controversy with 
anyone. 1 shall depend upon the wit- 
nesses who have already been brought 
into the case and prove my case by 
them.’’ Dr. Cook was given a-pnblic 
reception on the Change floor of the 
Chamber of Commerce at noon.

Peary's Proof Made Public. 

The Peary Arctic Club makes public 
Wednesday morning some of the proofs 
submitted by Commander Peary and 
members of bis expedition to disprove 
Dr. Cook’s claims of having reached 
the North Pole. The brief uses the 
testimony of the two Eskimos used by 
Dr. Cook in his polar dash in which 
the two natives and their father are 
made to say that the Brooklyn explorer 
never went out of the sight of land. 
With the testimony of the Eskimos 
Commander Peary submits a map of 
Dr. Cook’s alleged route during his 
polar explorations and the entire brief 
is signed by Pearv’s companions on the 
Roosevelt. Dr. Cook replied to Peary’s 
charges at Cleveland last night by say- 
ing that the Eskimos had kept faith 
with him concerning his instructions 
to him that they were nut to reveal his 
discovery to Peary nor any of his 
party. The Brooklyn explorer declar- 
ed that he would have the Eskimos 
that went with him to the pole in 
America next year and that they would 
verify every detail of his journeys in 
the polar regions. 

Minister Crane Bounced. 

(Charles R. Crane, of Chicago, who 
was recalled from San Fr&ncisco as he 
was about to sail for Pekin to take up 
his duties as Minister tc China, was 
practically dismissed by Secretary 
Knox Tuesday. Mr. Crane wiring his 
resignation to President Taft after be- 
ing requested to do so by the Secre- 
tary of State. The Minister designat- 
ed is accused of “talking too much’’ 
and letting out diplomatic secrets. In 
reply Mr. Crane gave out a scorching 
interview in which he intimates that 
the Department of State deliberately 
set about to bring about his retirement 
and insists that all 1 e said was done 
with President Tatf’s approval and by 
the President’s request. Interesting 
developments are expected to follow.

Their Signs Constitute One of th^ 
Sights of London. 

Tbe American in London, on his first 
visit to that marvelous city, is struck 
by the number of signs over shops 
with the royal arms painted thereon 
and announcing that the tradesman 
is a purveyor to their majesties. Yet. 
when the matter is sifted, the number 
1* not so large. 

t'lfOfllcially, according to the London 
News, there are about 200 tradesmen 
in London who hold the royal warrant 
and are entitled to use tbe royal arms 
as a shop sign, with the accompanying 
words, “By royal appointment.” The 
royal warrant has to be received, 
signed and sealed in due form; other- 
wise, if a tradesman styles himself a 
purveyor to a member of the royal 
family without this formal permission, 
he Is guilty of an offense which is 
punishable by a fine not exceeding 
i£20. Moreover, he is liable to a simi- 
lar fine if he uses arms so nearly re- 
sembling the royal arms as to lead 
people to believe that he is carrying on 
his business under tbe authority of 
royalty. Several instances havo occur- 
red of tbe enforcement of these penal- 
ties. 

The warrants are exhibited in the 
shop windows, beaded by the royal 
arms and bearing the signature of 
tbe lord chamberlain, the comptroller 
of the royal household, the treasurer 
of the latter, or of tbe master of the 
horse, etc., according to tbe circum- 
stances.

YOUNG DUCKS. 



Mother, don’t scold. You can be 
firm without scolding your children; 
you can reprove them for their faults ; 
Xou lean punish them when necessary 
but .don’t get into the habit of perpet- 
ually scolding them. 

It does them no good. They soon be- 
come so accustomed to faultfinding and 
scolding that they pay no attention to 
it. Or, which often happens, they 
grow hardened and reckless in conse- 
quence of it. Many a naturally good 
disposition is ruined by constant scold- 
ing. and many a child is driven to seek 
evil associates because there is no 
peace at home. Mothers, with their 
many many cares and perplexities, of- 
ten fall into the habit unconsciously, 
but it is a sad habit for them and their 
children. Watch yourselves, and don’t 
indulge in this unfortunate and often 
unintentional manner of addressing 
your children. Watch even the tones 
of your voice and above all watch your 
hearts, for we have divine authority 
for saying that “out of the abundance 
of the heart the mouth speak eth.’’ 

Geese Go South. 

When a wild goose flies south it is 
fol y for the wise man to cling to sum- 
mer togs. All of Moiiday night men 
who stayed put to minister to a fellow 
lodge member at Lexintgon, heard the 
croaking of the winged host that swept 
over like racing clouds. Spurred by 
frost in the air, and prophecy that in- 
stinct teaches, the flocks that have 
summered in the lakes are gulf bound. 
Cloaked by rain and mist clcuds, they 
flew low and one could almost fancy 
that he could see the feathery forms 
from which came the frog-like chorus. 
Believe the goose ; there is going to be 
flannelly weather in these parts. 

He's Goins Some.

They Have No Inctinctive Impulse to 
Enter the Water. 

It has turned out, under the search- 
ing experimentation of recent years, 
that much that we have supposed to 
be instinct in animals Is not instinct 
at all. For example, the young duck 
proves to have no instinctive impulse 
to enter the water, does not recognize 
the element by sight and is, in short. 
In precisely the same situation as a 
chick until, by happy chance, it gets 
its legs wet. Wet legs, however, and 
the lift of the water on the body at 
once start up the swimming reaction, 
and away sails the duckling, as chick- 
ens and children do not. 

The chick, on its part, has a definite 
instinct to peck at any small object 
that catches Its eye. That takes care 
of Its feeding. But the chick has no 
corresponding instinct to drink and 
would die of thirst befpre It would 
recognize w’ater by sight alone. Drink- 
ing it has to learn for Itself by peck- 
ing at dewdrops or spots of light on 
the surface of the water or particles 
at the bottom of Its cup. Even the 
hen, contrary to general belief, proves 
to have no Instinctive fear of the wa- 
ter for her offspring. A hen that has 
raised a few broods of ducks and seen 
them take to the water becomes highly 
distressed when a subsequent hatch of 
chickens do not swim. In fact, hens 
have been reported under these cir- 
cumstances to lead their chicks to the 
waterside and push them in.— Mc- 
Clure’s Magazine. 



SMOKING A PIPE. 



It Is Said to Give the Face a Square 
Jawed Effect. 

^here is one question 1 always ask 
a man who wants a job,” remarked

Jaws together. They often give a 
square jawed effect to a man who 
hasn’t any square Jaw characteristics.

Breeding Place of the Flying Fieh In 
the Sargasso Sea. 

In the middle of the north Atlantic 
there Is an area of comparatively still 
water almost equal to continental 
Europe in extent and more or less 
covered with floating seaweed. It was j 
known as the Mar de Sargaco to Co- 
lumbus and the early navigators aod 
Is the Sargasso sea of modem geog- 
raphers. 

The floating seaweed was formerly j 
supposed to have grown near the Ba- I 
hama and Florida shores and to have | 
drifted to its present position. It is i 
now, however, known to grow and I 
propagate itself where It Is fouud. In i 
it are found globular masses of weed * 
contaluiug flsb eggs and known as fish j 
nests. I 

luvestigatioQS show that the floating I 
weed of the Sargasso sea is tbe chosen j 
breeding place of species of flying fish. 
The eggs fo'iud in the nests were at- | 
trlbuted to certain species of fish fouud . 
resting on them, but careful examina- 
tion of the eggs shows that they really 
belong to flying fish. 

Apparently, however, the flying fish 
do not ma'^e tbe nests themselves. 
Each end of tbe egg of these fish is 
furuished with bunches of very long 
filamentary teudrils, and by means of 
these the finely divided branches of 
tbe Surgassum weed have been caught 
together in globular masses. Tbe eggs 
may be said to have made tbeir own 
nest— liOudoD Field.

Edible Flowers of India. 

Many edible flowers, it appears, are 
to be found iu India. One of tbe most 
appreciated grows ou a tree about 
which we have very little informatiou. 
but which in the country itself is 
named the “mbowad.” The natives 
consume an enormous number of these 
flowers, whose pale yellow corollae ai^ 
pulpy and thick, and they prepare 
them in various ways. 

When they are fresh they are put In 
cakes, to which they give a sweet 
flavor, but they are more especially 
used for making bread after they have 
been dried and reduced to flour.- By 
allowing them to ferment a kind of 
wine is produced, and by distilling 
them a brandy is obtained of which 
the Hindoos are very fond.— Vulgarisa- 
tion Scientlfique.
